Marchers rally to promote prevention, awareness 
of violence against women at home, on streets

K-State Idol winner Sa- 
mantha Clemons sang in 
the twilight at Triangle Park 
on Thursday night, unit- 
ing about 80 women, men 
and children in solidari- 
ty against violence toward 
women at the annual Take 
Back the Night march. 

The crowd started at 
Bosco Student Plaza, where 
Ordinary Women mem- 
bers Jessica Haymaker, Me- 
lisa Posey, Madeline Wet- 
ta and faculty member Lisa 
Tatonetti spoke and read 
poetry to set the tone for the 
evening. 

TBTN is sponsored by 
OW, a feminist group on 
campus. The purpose of the 
march is to symbolize wom- 
en reclaiming areas that be- 
come predatory after dark. 

"We aren't only recog- 
nizing the violence in our 
lives here, but in the lives of 
women around the world," 
Haymaker, senior in social 
work, said in her introduc- 
tion. 

Posey delivered the fi- 
nal speech that kicked off 
the march through the damp 
April night. The speech had 
been written for TBTN 2008 
by Shireen Roshanaravan, 
assistant professor of wom- 
en's studies. 

"Even though the 
weather makes it uncom- 
fortable out here, it's appro- 
priate because we're talk- 
ing about an uncomfort- 
able subject," Posey, junior 
in women's studies, said. 
"What kind of social norms 
allow rape, assault and in- 
cest to become everyday 
occurrences? I'm holding 
you accountable that I had 
to read [Roshanaravan's] 
speech again. We haven't 
made any progress since last 
year. Until we start mark- 
ing off things on our to-do 
list, we will read this speech 
year after year." 

The women-only march 
stopped traffic and can- 
vassed Aggieville, ending in

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Local doctor 
found guilty 
of aggravated 
battery charge

A Manhattan jury unani- 
mously found Dr. Russell Re- 
itz guilty of aggravated battery 
Thursday. The jury deliberated 
for just less than two hours be- 
fore reaching a verdict. 

Reitz, a radiation oncologist 
with the Central Kansas Cancer 
Institute in Manhattan and son 
of Sen. Roger Reitz, R-Manhat- 
tan, has several ties to the com- 
munity, including serving as a 
member of the board of trustees 
with the Community First Na- 
tional Bank in Manhattan. 

Reitz was found guilty of 
level-seven aggravated battery, 
a felony, against David Lehman, 
marketing instructor at K- State. 
The trial stemmed from an in- 
cident that occurred on May 17, 
2008, when Lehman helped Re- 
nee SHck, who divorced Reitz 
after eight months of marriage, 
clean her yard. Reitz arrived at 
Slick's residence and was ac- 
cused of punching and tackling 
Lehman upon arrival. 

"[Reitz] was convicted of a 
felony," Lehman said. "That's a 
big deal." 

The jury reached the de- 
cision by first rejecting Reitz's 
claim of self-defense. After de- 
ciding the charge of battery was 
at issue, not self-defense, the jury 
then had to decide how severe 
the battery was, said Barry Dis- 
ney, Kansas assistant attorney 
general and lead prosecutor. 

The lowest level of battery 
is a misdemeanor, which means 
the damage caused was not great 
or life-threatening, Disney said. 
The next highest is aggravat- 
ed battery, a level-seven felony, 
in which the accused individu- 
al could have caused great bodi- 
ly harm. The highest level of bat- 
tery is level-four aggravated bat- 
tery. To be convicted, the ac- 
cused individual must have actu- 
ally caused great bodily harm. 

"We are very pleased with 
the verdict and the outcome," 
Disney said. "I think the jury de- 
liberated very well and got to the 
heart of the issue at hand." 

Defense attorney Kathleen 
Ambrosio, who gave the closing 
argument Thursday, said she was 
disappointed for Reitz, but was 
relieved the jury did not come

Young revolutionaries can inspire real changes

Working in an eight-to-five 
corporate world, many people have 
divorced themselves from appreci- 
ating the value of ideas. They live to 
buy a car, pay a mortgage, secure a 
credit line and rapidly spend the al- 
lotted money on those credit cards. 
Intangible values gave way to tan- 
gible objects that are eagerly dis- 
played in the living rooms of subur- 
ban houses. 

Corporeal technological prog- 
ress slowly replaced the time when 
intangible ideas guided humani- 
ty toward new intellectual heights. 
The material world became an end 
in itself, not the means to an end. 

"Every idea has an expiration 
date," reads the slogan of Barkley, 
the largest employee-owned adver- 
tising agency in the U.S, accord- 
ing to the company's Web site. The 
company exists to convince people 
they cannot live without various 
material products, like burgers from 



Sonic. 

While the slogan speaks about 
innovations in the industry of busi- 
ness promotion, its meaning, if di- 
vorced from its immediate conno- 
tation, exemplifies ephemeral qual- 
ities of the corporate world. The 
slogan misses the point: Ideas do 
not expire, burgers from Sonic do. 
Ideas, intangible entities that they 
are, live eternally. They do not age, 
they do not vanish. Their authors 
might be long dead, but ideas re- 
main alive forever. 

The infallibility of ideas re- 
ceived a powerful illustration in 
"The Battle of Algiers," a film about 
the 1954-62 Algerian revolution- 
ary movement for independence 
from France. While French author- 
ities proved successful in neutraliz- 
ing the Algerian National Libera- 
tion Front leadership through cap- 
ture and assassination, they failed 
to exterminate ideas of freedom 
and independence. The film ends 
with a coda, depicting demonstra- 
tions of Algerians for independence 
two years after the French success- 
fully murdered their revolutionary 
leaders. The French won the Bat- 
tle of Algiers by killing humans, but 
they lost the war because ideas are 
bulletproof. 

"I hold it that a little rebel- 
lion every now and then is a good 
thing and as necessary in the politi- 
cal world as storms in the physical," 
Thomas Jefferson said. In the U.S., 



though, history has rarely failed to 
follow his guidance, as radical lead- 
ers relentlessly fought for ideas of 
greater freedom and equality dur- 
ing the 19th and 20th centuries. 
The ranks of these radicals includ- 
ed Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin, 
John Adams, William Lloyd Garri- 
son, August Spies, Albert Parsons, 
Eugene V. Debs, Rosa Parks and 
Martin Luther King Jr, among oth- 
ers. 

Apathy and complacency, orig- 
inating with the post-WWII eco- 
nomic expansion and boom dur- 
ing the 1980s, put an end to small- 
scale social revolutions in the U.S. 
Especially vivid in young genera- 
tions, the cult of material self-grati- 
fication overshadowed political ac- 
tivism. Students and young pro- 
fessionals conveniently forgot they 
possessed relentless power to origi- 
nate change. 

The power of young idealism, 
however, remained prominent on 
the world scale. Supporters of non- 
violent resistance, vibrant youth 
movements shook the foundations 
of some of the most oppressive dic- 
tatorial regimes in Europe. OT- 
POR!, which means "resistance" in 
Serbian, was founded in 1998 as a 
compilation of student and youth 
organizations that united with the 
purpose of fighting. After two years, 
this youth organization expand- 
ed to include other third sector 
groups, ranging from youth non- 



governmental associations to the 
Serbian Association of Law Profes- 
sionals. At its peak, OTPOR! united 
70,000 members. Called the star of 
the Serbian Revolution, the group 
proved instrumental in crumbling 
Slobodan Milosevic's regime. 

Comparable youth movements 
in Ukraine and Georgia also inten- 
sified, if not originated, the process- 
es of democratization. Pora, which 
means "now is time" in Ukrainian, 
and Kmara, which means "enough" 
in Georgian, became moving mech- 
anisms behind the Orange Revolu- 
tion in Ukraine and the Rose Revo- 
lution in Georgia. 

Fighting for the ideas of free- 
dom and democracy, members of 
these organizations risked their se- 
curity to achieve an idealistic great- 
er good. Drawing on the ideas of 
nonviolent resistance, advocated 
by long-dead Tolstoy, Gandhi, and 
King, these 20-somethings fought 
for intangible ideas, not suburban 
mortgages. They had an idea to live 
and to die for. While the results of 
these contemporary revolutions re- 
main dubious, one can hardly es- 
cape noticing that youth move- 
ments, guided by eternal ideas, ren- 
der extraordinary power.

Cats gain national attention as they head to Oklahoma State

The No. 16 Wildcats (33-11-1, 10-7-1 Big 12 Con- 
ference) will look to improve their regional resume 
and stay in the hunt for a Big 12 title beginning today 
as they travel to Stillwater, Okla., for a three-game 
series with No. 26 Oklahoma State. 

The Cats are coming off a dominant midweek- 
series sweep of North Dakota, in which head coach 
Brad Hill picked up his 600th career win. K- State 
dominated the series by tallying 32 runs in two 
games and also banged out 38 hits against the Fight- 
ing Sioux, who managed only three runs in the se- 
ries. 

K-State has also begun to make some headlines 
nationally as they appear in all five major baseball 
ranking services and rank fifth nationally in wins. Ri- 
vals.com and Baseball America have also projected 
the Cats as a No. 2 seed in the Fayetteville, Ark., 
regional with an outside chance of the Cats hosting a 
regional with a strong finish to the 2009 campaign. 

Individually, the Cats are also making their pres- 
ence felt on the national level as junior ace A.J. Mor- 
ris and senior shortstop Drew Biery were recently 
commended. Morris was one of 50 pitchers named 
to the National Pitcher of the Year Watch List by 



the College Baseball Foundation and Mizuno. Biery 
was named to the Brooks Wallace Award Watch List, 
which is given to the nation's top shortstop. 

Morris, the school-record holder for wins in a 
season with 10, has been phenomenal all year. In 
11 starts, he has compiled a record of 10-0 with a 
nation-leading ERA of 1.27. He has also thrown two 
complete games and allowed only 55 hits in 77.2 in- 
nings of work. 

Biery, who has played in 40 games this season, 
has been the consistent force Coach Hill needed 
from the beginning of the season. He has hit .361 - 
good for ninth place in the Big 12 - with 13 doubles, 
eight home runs, 41 RBI and 43 runs scored. Biery 
carries a .632 slugging percentage, which ranks fifth 
in the Big 12. He has also turned in a number of sen- 
sational plays in the field and carries a .943 fielding 
percentage. 

However, Hill and his players said they know 
all the individual and team accolades will not win 
games down the stretch and nothing in the Big 12 
comes easy, including this weekend's series with the 
Cowboys. 

Oklahoma State (29-17, 6-11 Big 12) comes in as 
winners of four of its last six and has been in the 
national rankings for the majority of the season. 
Manager Frank Anderson and his 'Pokes are led at 



the plate by sophomore catcher Kevin David who is 
hitting .354 on the season. The Cowboys also have 
some pop in their lineup as four hitters have seven 
or more homers on the season. 

As a team, Oklahoma State ranks third in con- 
ference, behind only K-State and Oklahoma, with a 
.304 team batting average. On the mound, the Cow- 
boys have been serviceable as they hold a team ERA 
of 4.57 which ranks fifth in the conference. 

The pitching matchups for the weekend have been 
set for both teams as Friday's game will pit Morris 
against junior left-hander Andrew Oliver (5-4, 4.96 
ERA). Saturday, senior Lance Hoge (4-2, 3.54 ERA) 
will take the hill for the Cats against another lefty, 
junior Tyler Lyons who has posted a 5-3 record and 
3.67 ERA. On Sunday, senior Todd Vogel (3-0, 4.85 
ERA) will get the ball for Hill's club while the Cow- 
boys will counter with right-handed junior Tyler 
Blandford (6-3, 4.97). 

First pitch is scheduled for 6:30 tonight at Allie P. 
Reynolds Stadium. The Cowboys hold a career win 
percentage of .825 on their home field and have gone 
19-7 at home this season. The games today and Sun- 
day can be heard on 1350 KMAN-AM, though Sat- 
urday's game can be heard only on www.l550kman. 
com because of the spring football game. Live stats 
are also available at zoww.kstatesports.com.

Split-squad competition has be- 
come a regular event for the K-State 
track and field team during the last 
few weeks. However, the Wildcats 
will break that trend when they send 
19 athletes to Lincoln, Neb., for the 
Nebraska Quad on Saturday. 

K-State will participate in its first 
team-scored competition since the 
Pepsi Invitational on April 4. Since 
then, the Wildcats have sent athletes 
to a total of eight meets. 

"[Returning to team competition] 
is good," said head coach Cliff Rovel- 
to. "There's just an added dimension 
to competition where everybody's to- 
gether and everybody's pursuing the 
same end. We're going to go into it 
with the idea that we're going to com- 
pete against people and do the best 
that we can." 



The Wildcats will participate in the 
one-day meet a week after struggling 
through harsh weather conditions 
at the Drake Relays in Des Moines, 
Iowa. Rovelto, who is in his 20th 
season at K-State, said he hopes the 
squad will compete in more favorable 
conditions Saturday. 

"We've been relatively lucky with 
practice," he said. "For the most part, 
I don't think we've had to compro- 
mise too much in training. But in 
competition, we've had to deal with 
significantly less than ideal condi- 
tions. In some events, that affects a 
lot. Hopefully we get [better condi- 
tions] this weekend." 

The Wildcats will face teams from 
two conferences, including confer- 
ence rival and meet host Nebraska 
and Missouri Valley Conference 
schools Wichita State and Northern 
Iowa. A small group of K-State ath- 
letes was supposed to compete in 



Lincoln at the Nebraska Open last 
weekend, but the meet was canceled 
due to a thunderstorm. 

With a field that includes a confer- 
ence rival as well as an in-state rival, 
many Wildcats will compete against 
athletes they have seen on several 
other occasions. Rovelto said there's 
an added element when K-State faces 
famihar opponents. 

"From a team perspective, we're 
not going into [the meet] with the 
idea that we're trying to beat teams 
right now, but when you do have 
team competition, there's just that 
added stimulus," he said. "For ex- 
ample, Nebraska has some really fine 
decathletes and we have some re- 
ally fine decathletes, so when those 
guys compete head-to-head, they Hke 
that." 

The meet, which will take place at 
Ed Weir Track, is scheduled to begin 
at noon.

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Senate urges faculty to delay gen ed proposal vote

In its final meeting of the semester, 
Student Governing Association's Student 
Senate debated a resolution regarding the 
revision of K-State's general education re- 
quirements Thursday night. 

The meeting opened with jocular 
words of wisdom from Collegian staff 
writer Steven Miller, who said goodbye 
to the senate after a year of covering its 
weekly meetings. 

A bill concerning the K-State 8 Gen- 
eral Education Proposal has emerged 
from the Faculty Senate Academic Affairs 
Committee. A vote on the bill could hap- 
pen as early as May 12 at the next Facul- 
ty Senate meeting. Many student senators 
said they feel such a vote by Faculty Sen- 
ate would be a premature move. 

Supporters of the Student Senate res- 
olution said they felt more time for stu- 



dent input was needed before the Facul- 
ty Senate brings the proposal to a vote. 
Should the Faculty Senate pass the bill, 
senators are concerned that student input 
on the matter will cease to exist. Many 
senators are concerned with the low level 
of student input in formulating the gener- 
al education proposal and expressed res- 
ervations about the haste with which the 
Faculty Senate is approaching the bill. 

Student Body President Dalton Hen- 
ry urged senators to separate the over- 
all goal of the general education propos- 
al from the resolution's intention of con- 
vincing the Faculty Senate to shelve the 
bill until fall 2009. 

Improvements to general education 
requirements started with the establish- 
ment of the General Education Task Force 
and have been in progress for six years. 

"We're running a marathon and we 
don't need to take a shortcut now," Hen- 
ry, senior in agricultural economics and 



agricultural communications and journal- 
ism, said. "We don't want to take a short- 
cut and ruin what could be a good pro- 
gram." 

Senator Laura Rachelle White, junior 
in civil engineering, argued that a change 
in general education requirements would 
impede students in the College of Engi- 
neering and College of Architecture, Plan- 
ning and Design from completing elec- 
tives in certain technical classes required 
to perform well on their respective trades' 
exams. 

However, senator Mark Andre, fifth- 
year student in architecture, voiced sup- 
port for the proposed general education 
change. 

"[Classes] outside of our colleges give 
us the opportunity to get different per- 
spectives," said Andre. "We are here to get 
a broad base [of learning]." 

The resolution passed 44-1, with six 
senators abstaining. 



"[The resolution] should give us a lit- 
tle more time to talk to students," said Amy 
Schultz, senior in biology and Speaker of 
the Student Senate. 

The senate unanimously voted in fa- 
vor of a bill providing for the creation of 
a Special Committee to Study the Faculty 
Evaluation Process. The bill was passed to 
facilitate the continued exploration of fac- 
ulty oversight for all professors. 

Similarly, five students were approved 
unanimously to assume positions on this 
committee. 

The senate approved a resolution ap- 
pointing Na'im Saalim Al-Amin as SGA 
assistant attorney general. Members of the 
four SGA judicial bodies were appointed, 
along with members of 17 university-wide 
committees. 

The meeting closed with the senators 
singing a humorous rendition of "Happy 
Birthday" to Henry, who celebrated his 
22nd birthday Wednesday. 
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STATE LABS: U.S. SWINE FLU 
CASES LIKELY HIGHER 

MILWAUKEE - A hundred 
cases of swine flu in the U.S.? 
Health officials say there are likely 
more. Just how many is not impor- 
tant, they say. 

As the world faces a potential 
pandemic, swamped labs are not 
testing all possible cases. Getting 
an exact tally has taken a back seat 
to finding new outbreak hot spots 
or ways to limit its spread, health 
officials said. 

"The specimens are coming 
in faster than they can possibly 
be tested," said Dr. Jeffrey P. Da- 
vis, state epidemiologist in Wis- 
consin, where a lab helped spot 
the nation's first known case, in a 
10-year-old boy from San Diego. 

New York, which has more 
cases than any other U.S. location, 
also has had to limit the samples 
it tests, said Dr. Don Weiss of that 
city's health department. 

"Sure, we'd want to diagnose 
every case, but we don't have that 
resource," he said. Instead of trying 
to confirm every sign of the virus, 
"we're focused on where else is it 
going and how do we prevent it." 

On Friday, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
will start shipping kits so states can 
do their own swine flu tests. Until 
now, state labs could only rule out 
previously known flu strains and 
send suspicious samples to CDC. 



AFTER STRUGGLE, CHRYSLER 
SUCCUMBS TO BANKRUPTCY 

DETROIT - After months 
of struggling to stay alive on 
government loans, Chrysler fi- 
nally succumbed to bankruptcy 
Thursday, pinning its future on 
a top-to-bottom reorganization 
and plans to build cleaner cars 
through an alliance with Italian 
automaker Fiat. 

The nation's third-largest 
car manufacturer filed for Chap- 
ter 11 bankruptcy protection in 
New York, with ambitions to 
emerge in as little as 30 days as 
a leaner, more nimble company, 
probably with Fiat as the majori- 
ty owner. 

In return, the federal gov- 
ernment agreed to give Chrysler 
up to $8 bilHon in additional aid 
and to back its warranties. 

"It's a partnership that will 
give Chrysler a chance not only 
to survive, but to thrive in a glob- 
al auto industry," President Ba- 
rack Obama said from the White 
House. 

Starting Monday, Chrysler 
said, it will close all its plants 
until it comes out of bankrupt- 
cy. 

At least three Detroit-ar- 
ea factories sent workers home 
Thursday after suppliers stopped 
shipping parts because of in- 
creased fears they would not be 
paid. 



SCHOOLS CLOSE, NUMBER OF 
SWINE FLU CASES PASS 100 

WASHINGTON - Nearly 300 
schools scattered across the country 
closed as the nation's HlNl swine 
flu caseload passed 100 Thurs- 
day and U.S. authorities pledged to 
eventually produce enough vaccine 
for everyone - but said shots could 
not begin until fall at the earliest. 

The outbreak penetrated 
more than a dozen states and even 
touched the White House, which 
disclosed that an aide to Energy 
Secretary Steven Chu apparently 
got sick helping arrange President 
Barack Obama's recent trip to Mex- 
ico. However, the aide did not fly 
on Air Force One and never posed 
a risk to the president. 

It is safe to fly, U.S. officials 
stressed after Vice President Joe 
Biden said he'd discourage family 
members from flying or even tak- 
ing the subway. The White House 
insisted the vice president meant to 
say he was discouraging just nones- 
sential travel to Mexico, the hard- 
est-hit area. 

The national Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention con- 
firmed 109 cases Thursday and 
state officials confirmed 22 more. 
Cases now are confirmed in New 
York, Texas, California, South Car- 
olina, Kansas, Massachusetts, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Arizona, Michigan, Ne- 
vada, New Jersey, Delaware, Maine, 
Colorado, Georgia and Minnesota. 



IRAQI REFUGEES STAY PUT 
DESPITE RELATIVE CALM 

DAMASCUS, SYRIA - The 
vast majority of Iraqis who fled 
their country have no plans to re- 
turn even though violence is way 
down, with many hoping instead 
to resettle in the West. 

The trends, uncovered on the 
basis of scores of interviews by the 
Associated Press and confirmed 
by Iraqi government and United 
Nations figures, raise the possi- 
bility that countries like Syria and 
Egypt - poor themselves - could 
face a significant refugee problem 
for years to come. 

Iraq might never, or at least 
not for years, recover much of the 
urban, educated, predominantly 
Sunni Muslim and Christian mid- 
dle-class whose skills would be vi- 
tal to its rebuilding. 

More than 2 million refugees 
remain outside Iraq, mostly in the 
Sunni countries of Syria, Jordan 
and Egypt, according to the Inter- 
national Organization of Migra- 
tion and the U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees. Only about 
16,000 refugees - less than 1 per- 
cent - have returned from abroad, 
said Karim al-Saedi, an Iraqi Mi- 
gration Ministry official. 

In addition to Iraqis who fled 
abroad, approximately 1.6 million 
people have left their homes to 
take refuge in other parts of Iraq 
since 2006. 



HELICOPTER SABOTAGE 
TARGETS INDIAN BILLIONAIRE 

NEW DELHI - Anil Ambani 
does not wait in traffic. 

The billionaire industrial- 
ist often commutes by helicopter, 
soaring far above the traffic jams 
that clog his sprawling hometown 
of Mumbai. 

But Ambani's high-flying life 
could have ended last week - a 
complaint filed with police said 
pebbles and gravel were found 
in the chopper's engine - debris 
that could have caused the craft 
to crash. 

The case took a bizarre twist 
this week as the technician who 
discovered the suspected sabotage 
turned up dead. Bharat Borge's 
body was discovered on subur- 
ban Mumbai railway tracks after 
he was apparently hit by a train - 
a death police are calling suicide 
but Borge's family believes was 
murder. 

The latest developments have 
gripped the country, with news- 
papers splashing the story across 
their front pages and TV news 
channels giving repeated updates. 

Whoever placed the pebbles 
in the engine understood helicop- 
ters, senior pilot R.N. Joshi of Re- 
liance Transport & Travels - one 
of Anil Ambani's companies - 
said in the police complaint.

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Fountain Wars applies engineering principles to competition

Formulas for fluid flow circle 
through the minds of K-State en- 
gineering students as they prepare 
to compete in the annual Fountain 
Wars. 

"We are an environmental- 
ly based design team that is given 
technical tasks to complete each 
year," said Ginger Pugh, sopho- 
more in biological systems engi- 
neering and Fountain Wars team 
president. "This includes creating 
fountains that are aesthetically and 
environmentally pleasing." 

Under the supervision of de- 
partment advisers, Fountain Wars 
team members compete in a nation- 
al competition each year to show- 
case their design. Pugh said contes- 
tants are required to assemble the 
machine on site in a two-hour peri- 
od and have it function perfectly by 
judging time. To compete success- 
fully, planning takes place early in 
the semester before competition. 

"We started early this semester 
in the design process," Pugh said. 
"Although we aren't quite finished 
for the next competition, we always 
get it done on time." 

The K-State Fountain Wars 
team has been fairly successful in 
recent years, with a second place 
finish in Providence, R.I., last year. 
Pugh said she hopes to continue 
this success in Reno, Nev., for the 
June competition. 

"This group gives students [an 
opportunity] to take things they 
learned from class like fluid dy-

namics, focus on engineering as- 
pects, and create something total- 
ly original," said Gary Clark, senior 
associate dean in the College of En- 
gineering and former organization 
adviser. "They experience technical 
challenges and learn more about 
electronics at the same time." 

The organization has also pro- 
vided its members with great expe- 
rience and resources to aid in aca- 
demics, students said. 

"Applying engineering princi- 
ples with designing has helped me 
approach problems in my class- 
es with greater confidence," said 
Rebecca Burns, senior in biologi- 
cal and agricultural engineering. "I 
have received internship offers be- 
cause I am on a team that is suc- 



cessful." 

Clark said past designs have 
included voice-activated valves 
that react on command, as well as 
valves programmed to songs that 
create a Bellagio effect, as in Las 
Vegas. 

More and more professors and 
students have started to recognize 
the program as it gains notoriety. 

"The students involved with 
Fountain Wars have gained valu- 
able leadership training and 
learned to work as a team," Clark 
said. "They are wonderful repre- 
sentatives for K-State." 

"Being a member has helped 
me expand my circle of friends in 
our department," Burns said. "Plus, 
messing with water is fun."

However, when 
reading I felt that this ar- 
ticle was geared toward 
sexual activities outside 
of marriage because of 
the beginning statement 
"Sex - with all precau- 
tions taken." 

I felt impelled to 
share with others an ad- 
ditional voice toward this 
topic. An excerpt from 
Linda J. Waite and Mag- 
gie Gallagher's book 
"The Case for Marriage" 
addresses how "Married 
Sex Is Better Sex" (96). 

The conventional 
stereotype is that married 
couples aren't having sex 
or that the sex they are 
having is less fulfilling. 

However in "The 
Case for Marriage," it 
states, "According to the 
National Sex Survey, 43 
percent of the married 
men reported that they 
had sex at least twice a 
week. Only 26 percent of 
the single men (not co- 
habiting) said they had 
sex this often, and the 
divorced men were no 
more active than the 
never-married guys. 

The picture is much 
the same for women: 
Wives had more active 
sex lives than all types 
of single women except 
cohabiters; 39 percent 
of married women had 
sex two or three times a 
week or more, compared 
to 20 percent of single 
woman (79)." 

The book later spec- 
ifies that this is possible 
because "sex is easier for 
married people, because 
it is more comfortably fit- 
ted into their everyday 
lives" (96). 

In Alicia Gentile's 



article, physical well- 
being was highlighted. 
However, emotional ful- 
fillment wasn't covered 
to its entirety of impor- 
tance in building a good 
mutual relationship. 

For women especial- 
ly, feeling a sense of se- 
curity is an important as- 
pect to achieving a satis- 
fying relationship. 

The book states "42 
percent of married wom- 
en interviewed in the 
National Sex Survey said 
they found sex extreme- 
ly emotionally and phys- 
ically satisfying, com- 
pared to just 3 1 percent 
of single woman who 
had a sex partner" (82). 
This is because marriage 
is a long-term contract 
that leads to emotion- 
al satisfaction for woman 
and for men. 

"Forty-eight percent 
of husbands say sex with 
their partner is extreme- 
ly satisfying emotionally, 
compared to just 37 per- 
cent of cohabiting men. 
Fifty percent of married 
men find sex physical- 
ly satisfying, compared to 
39 percent of cohabiting 
men" (83). 

Another benefit of 
sex within marriage is 
the continuous emotion- 
al bonding built between 
the couple. Because cou- 
ples are building the abil- 
ity to place their partners 
happiness before their 
own desires, "Love and 
a concern for one's part- 
ner shifts the focus away 
from the self in a sexual 
relationship and toward 
the other person. This 
selfless approach to sex, 
paradoxically, is far more 
likely to bring sexual sat- 
isfaction to both men 
and women" (89). 

This book clear- 
ly establishes through 
its data, that exclusivi- 
ty in sexual relationships 
"increases sexual plea- 
sure for both sexes" (85) 
physically and emotion- 
ally.

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Genetic 
variety 
greatest 
in Africa 

WASHINGTON - Af- 
ricans have more genetic 
variation than anyone else 
on Earth, according to a 
new study that helps narrow 
the location where humans 
first evolved, probably near 
the South Africa-Namibia 
border. 

The largest study of Af- 
rican genetics ever under- 
taken also found that near- 
ly three-fourths of African- 
Americans can trace their 
ancestry to west Africa. The 
new analysis was published 
Thursday in the online edi- 
tion of the journal Science. 

"Given the fact that 
modern humans arose in Af- 
rica, they have had time to 
accumulate dramatic chang- 
es" in their genes, explained 
lead researcher Sarah Tish- 
koff, a geneticist at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

People have been adapt- 
ing to very diverse environ- 
mental niches in Africa, she 
explained in a briefing. 

Over 10 years, Tishkoff 
and an international team of 
researchers trekked across 
Africa collecting samples to 
compare the genes of vari- 
ous peoples. Often working 
in primitive conditions, the 
researchers sometimes had 
to resort to using a car bat- 
tery to power their equip- 
ment, Tishkoff explained. 

The reason for their 
work? Very little was known 
about the genetic variation 
in Africans, knowledge that 
is vital to understanding 
why diseases have a greater 
impact in some groups than 
others and in designing ways 
to counter those illnesses. 

Scott M. Williams of 
Vanderbilt University noted 
that constructing patterns of 
disease variations can help 
determine which genes pre- 
dispose a group to a particu- 
lar illness. 

This study "provides a 
critical piece in the puzzle," 
he said. For example, there 
are clear differences in prev- 
alence of diseases such as 
hypertension and prostate 
cancer across populations, 
Williams said. 

"The human genome 
describes the complexi- 
ty of our species," added 
Muntaser Ibrahim of the de- 
partment of molecular bi- 
ology at the University of 
Khartoum, Sudan. "Now 
we have spectacular insight 
into the history of the Afri- 
can population ... the oldest 
history of mankind. 

"Everybody's history is 
part of African history be- 
cause everybody came out 
of Africa," Ibrahim said. 

Christopher Ehret of the 
department of history at the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles, compared genetic 
variation among people to 
variations in language. 

There are an estimat- 
ed 2,000 distinct language 
groups in Africa broken into 
a few broad categories, of- 
ten but not always following 
gene flow. 

Movement of a language 
usually involves arrival of 
new people, Ehret noted, 
bringing along their genes. 
But sometimes language is 
brought by a small "but ad- 
vantaged" group which can 
impose their language with- 
out significant gene flow. 

Overall, the researchers 
were able to study and com- 
pare the genetics of 121 Af- 
rican groups, 60 non-Afri- 
can populations and four 
African-American groups. 

The so-called "Cape- 
colored" population of 
South Africa has highest 
levels of mixed ancestry on 
the globe, a blend of Afri- 
can, European, East Asian 
and South Indian, Tishkoff 
said. 

"This will be a great 
population for study of dis- 
eases" that are more com- 
mon in one group than an- 
other, she said. 

The study also found 
that about 71 percent of Af- 
rican-Americans can trace 
their ancestry to western Af- 
rican origins. They also have 
between 13 percent and 15 
percent European ances- 
try and a smaller amount of 
other African origins. There 
was "very little" evidence 
for American Indian genes 
among African-Americans, 
Tishkoff said. 



REITZ I Sentencing set for June 29; verdict could mean loss of medical license

back with the highest possible battery con- 
viction. 

Presiding Judge Paul Miller said sen- 
tencing will be scheduled for 10:30 a.m. June 
29 in Miller's courtroom, which is located at 
the Riley County Courthouse in Room 301. 
The date is still tentative, because of a re- 
quest from John Ambrosio, lead attorney for 
Reitz. 

"I thought it was a very well-tried case, 
no doubt about it," said Don Weiner, attor- 
ney-at-law in Manhattan who attended the 
trial. Weiner said he had caught parts of the 
trial, which started Tuesday. 



Kristi Pankratz, pubHc information of- 
ficer for the Kansas Board of HeaHng Arts, 
said under K.S.A. 65-2837 any doctor con- 
victed of a felony shall have his license re- 
voked by the board unless two-thirds ma- 
jority of present board members vote not to 
revoke privileges. She also said the felony 
conviction did not have to be related to the 
healing arts. 

In addition to the possibility of losing 
his Hcense to practice medicine in Kansas, 
Reitz faces another trial and charges of ag- 
gravated battery and domestic battery con- 
cerning SHck and her 13-year-old son, who 
were present when Lehman was battered. 
Lehman said the state chose to prosecute his 



case and Slick's case separately. 

Following the trial. Slick said, "It's all in 
God's hands. [Reitz] has to answer for every 
truth and every lie, just as I do." 

Disney said the trial on charges involv- 
ing Slick has been scheduled to begin the first 
week of May, but both parties have agreed to 
ask for a continuance. Disney said he pros- 
ecuted this case and will also be the lead 
prosecutor on Slick's case due to a conflict 
of interest with Riley County District Attor- 
ney Barry Wilkerson. Lehman had contrib- 
uted to Wilkerson's campaign and knows 
him personally. Wilkerson, as a result, im- 
mediately transferred the case to the Kansas 
Attorney General's office.
